4„ The maintenance of existing highways shall follow the principles in tho 
resolutions of the -^All-Nation Highway Conference*" For example* all 
maintenance will depend upon the labor of the masses who must be organised 
into highway protection teams for various sections of the highways * This 
must be done according to an overall plan which will insure continuous 
operation of the 'transportation service* 
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ixise of difficulties In procuring transportation equipment , the 
use of ecjuipciont available in rural areas* including animal 
and human^draim vehicles must be reader Them must be organised by 
the people under the leadership of the government la aeoordan.ee with 
care fully prepared plans* In time. of peace this will help in the 
movement of farm products and in time of war it will make the 
imxhnutt um of transporta tion facilities©
